He 
named the rice people who only 
go through the first grade, the pop 
corn those who stop at the sixth 
grade, the large corn those who 
graduate from high school and the 
scuppernongs he likened to college 
graduates. By shaking up the 
contents of the jar it was found 
that the first ‘graders were always 
on the bottom, the sixth graders 
next to the bottom, the high school 
graduates next to the top and the 
college graduates riding the crest.

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RED CROSS NUTRI- 
TIONIST RETURNS 
TO COFFEE COUNTY 


Miss Dorothea A. Sander, Red 
Gross nutritionist, in Coffee Coun 
ty last year, returned last week to 
carry on another four-months nu- 
trition progrm, Since leaving 
the county last January she has 
condueted a similar program in 
Fairfield, Conn. During the sum 
mer months she attended school at 


Columbia University. She has; 


come to the community directly 
from a ten-days conference at Na- 
tional Red Cross Headquarters in 
Washington, D. C. 

To those who are unfamiliar 
with the work that she is doing, 
Miss Sander wishes to make it 
clear that the nutrition service as 
organized by the Red Cross is pri- 
marily an educational agency. 
There are no funds available for 
actual relief through its channels. 
This phase of the work is conduct- 
ed by other services of the organi- 
gation, In this unusual period of 
depression when there is so much 
extereme want on every hand, 
there are those who doubt the im- 
portance of an edueatioinal pro- 
gram at this time. 

Everyone knows that charity as 
such is demoralizing. If a relilef 
program is to be constructive there 
must be education. People must 
learn to help themselves in so far 
as they are possibly able. _There 
can, however, be no economic in- 
dependence unless people are 
physically fit to carry on. Of the 
essentials to living, fdod is the 
most necessary. In general, there 
is no shortage of food this fall, but 
many families because of unem- 
ployment and general economic 
depression will not have the food 
necessary to maintain health. The 
children who become undernour- 
ished in consequence will pay the 
penalty in years to come. Every 
means possible to avert such dis- 
astrous results of the present eco- 
nomic situation deserves the seri- 
ous consideratioin of all who can 
help. It is in a program of this 
kind that the Red Cross nutriition- 
ist is asking that she may cooper- 
ate with all local and county agen- 
cies. 

In many homes, perhaps ade- 
quate food cannot be obtained, 
but there are few homes in which 
better nutrition cannot be secur- 
ed. In order to bring this about, 
every family must take careful 
stock of its resources and use 
these to the very best advantage. 
Surplus food in gardens and fields 
must be saved. Fall gardens 
should be planted. The money 
that is spent for food must be very 
carefully spent. Every dollar that 
is spent should buy the maximum 
amount of nourishment. Thru 
careful expenditure it is often 
possible to save a few cents of 
each food dollar for clothes or 
school books for children, which 
are so necessary this winter. Af- 
ter the food is bought it must be 
prepared so that it will be pala- 
table and nourishing. After it 
has been prepared every member 
of the family must be prevailed 
upon to eat his quota of that food. 
Only the homemaker knows what 
a difficult problem all this really 
is. The services of the nutrition- 
ist in helping her to solve her in- 
dividual problems are hers for the 
asking. 

In a number of homes there 
is the additional problem of 
feeding the malnourished child, 
the invalid, the infant who is not 
growing as he should, and others 
who have special dietary prob- 
lems. The nutritionist working 
with the local physician can often 
be of help here. 

As soon as it has been definite- 
ly worked out, a schedule of Miss 
Sander’s program will be publish- 
ed in the columns of this paper, 
so that all may know where she 
may be reached at any time. Thru 
the generosity of Superintendent 
Watson, she has been given desk 
space in his office at Elba, where 
her headquarters will be during 
her stay in the county.

ings, ‘was designed to eliminate 
many of the present excessive 
wastes of forevlosure, receiver- 
ship and foreed gale.”
